Unrest In Flow ery 
Kingdom 
Is So 


Great That O nly a Leader Is Needed 


to Start Open Rebellion. 


Washington, Sept 30.—Advices have 
been received here from American of- 
fic ij.l- in the Orient to the effect that 
a critical situation exists in China, and 
that an outbreak similar to the Boxer 
rebellion ol several years ago would 
not surprise the close observers of the 
recent trend of events. 
Diplomatic officials in China have 
been instructed to maintain a close 
watch on internal conditions and to 
submit quic k telegraphic reports as j 
the occasion warrants. 
The advic-es thus far received indi­ 
cate that the unrest in China is so 
groat that only a leader is needed to 
put the spark of life into an o|>en re­ 
bellion. 
All 
through 
the 
summer 
months there have boeu mutterings of 
discontent in some of the 
Chinese 
provinces arising from the rice fam­ 
ine, dynastic difficulties and dissatis­ 
faction over the acts o/ the Pekin 
government as to foreign investments 
in China. 
0 
The United States army and navy 
forces in the Philippine and iii Asi­ 
atic waters, it was stated, are prepar­ 
ed for any emergency. Pour cruisers 
and six gunboats are available, and all 
of the vessels are within reach some­ 
where between China and the Philip­ 
pines.

Powerful Secret Society. 
The Boxers are members of a pow­ 
erful Chinese 
secret society, whose 
avowed object Is to drive from China 
all Europeans and other foreigners. 
The Chinese name for the society is 
I ho-ch tian. The active efforts of the 
American and European missionaries, 
and the constant encroachment upon 
Chinese territory by European coun­ 
tries. appear to be responsible in a 
great measure for the establishment 
of the society. 
The events which precipitated the 
first uprising of the* Boxers were the 
occupation iff Kiao-Chau by the Her 
mans, the acquisition of Port Arthur 
by Russia, the taking of Wei-Hai We! 
by Kngland and the French seizure of 
Kw aug Chau 
Karly in 1900 the native population 
of Shantung rallied around the stand­ 
ard of the Boxers, adopting the motto, 
‘•Uphold the dynasty, drive out the 
foreigners." The uprisings there were 
subdued by native forces, but in the 
following May the Boxers tn-gau a 
concerted movement on the Chinese 
capital One month later Pekin was re­ 
duced to a state of siege by the Box­ 
ers. The position of the foreigners be 
came precarious, and the entire diplo­ 
matic corps was cut off from commu­ 
nication with the outside world in the 
emergency the powers of Europe hur­ 
ried military and naval forces to the 
scene of the disorder. 
Admiral 
Seymour, of the British 
navy, moved upon Pekin, but was com­ 
pelled to retreat when within a short 
distance of Tien Tam. with a loss of 
300 men 
It was r e p o r ts that the en 
tire diplomatic corps had fallen vic­ 
tims of Boxer fury. On July 18 United 
States Minister Conger managed to 
notify Washington that the diplomatic 
corps had taken refuge in the British 
embassy and feared massacre unless 
assistance was sent them. 
The Ninth regiment. United States 
army. was sent to Pekin to aid the 
forces of 
other 
nations in putting 
down the rebellion. They were instru­ 
mental in lifting the siege at the Brit­ 
ish embassy, but not without many 
casualties, 
peace was restored at the 
capital, but the Boxers continued to 
war against foreigners in the northern 
provinces 
China finally bad to pay 
big indemnities to the foreign powers.

The time, including stops, was seven 
hours anil ten minutea. 
The actual tim e in the air was five 
hours aud forty-one minutes, and his 
average speed for the distance, with 
stops eliminated, was about thirtv-two 
miles an hour. 
Brookins arrived in Springfield two 
minutes ahead of the special train 
with which he had ra**ed from Oilman. 
In accomplishing this feat he won 
the $10,000 prize for which he was 
st living and demolished two records, 
one of them the w orlds record for 
continuous cross-country flights, and 
the other the American record for sus­ 
tained flight. 
A third record, that of the longest

flight ever made in the 
world, barely aliased betag set by the 
young airm an from Chicago, a piece 
of had luck forcing bim to descend to 
the ground a second time just beyond 
Mount Pulaski.
